Montagu White Writes on the Policy 
of Mediation.

People go in and out. of shops, in all 
Styles of dress from the very rich to the 
very poor. There is aiso a cake-seller, a 
fish monger, a butcher, a green-grocer, a 
Second-hand clothes dealer, a showman, 
a trickster. a schnorrer, or a beggar-wo- 
man, and a dealer in holy goods fgom Je- 
rusalem, On the walls of the building are 
Hebrew bills and theatrical posters. 

The first part of this act is really given 
up to the marvelously developed presenta- 
tion of the commercial side of the Ghetto, 
Showing al: phases of its characters and 
trade, and preparations for the celebra- 
tion of the passover. 

This complex scene is so arranged as 
to give the audience a view of the inte- 
rior of a room in “‘Reb’’ Shemuel’s house, 
and the synagogue over which he presides 
as rabbi. 

“Reb” Shemuel goes to the synagogue 
to conduct the Passover service and a 
scene occurs between Mrs. Jacobs and 
Hannah, in which the former reproaches 
her daughter for her indifference to the 
young men who seek’ her hand. Mrs. Ja- 
cobs does not know of Hannah's love for 
David or the barrier between them. 

The prayer singers in the synagogue are 
heard in their supplications. Through the 
Window of “Reb’’ Shemuel’s house Han- 
nah is seen giving mechanical touches to 
the picturesque Passover table, which, 
with its candles, strange dishes and snow- 
White cover, imparts an impression of 
holiness and peace,

TO PROBE INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


Sub-Committee of Industrial Com- 
mission Meets Tomorrow To Take 
Testimony from Prominent 
Georgians on Economic 

Questions. 


The United States inaustrial commis- 
sion will begin its sessions in Atlanta 
Monday morning at 10 o'clock. It is ex- 


pected that the hearings will last at least 


three days. 


M. D. Ratchford, of Indianapolis, one 
of the members of the commission, ac- 
companied by the sergeant-al-arms and 


two official stenographers, is now in the 
city. 

The other commissioners, who will ar- 
rive today, are: Senator Kyle, of South 
Dakota, chairn:an; Colonel L, F, Living- 
ston, Capiain Ellison A. Smyth, of South 
Carolina, and Charles J. Harris, of North 
Carolina. Senator Kyle and Colonel Liv- 
ingston are coming down from Washing- 
ton. Captain Smyth and Mr. Harris are 
in Charloite, N. C.. where the sub-com- 
mission heid its last nearing. 


The commission is engaged in investi- 
gating the industrial condition of the 
south. Inquiries are being made _ into 


agricultural, manufacturing and transpor- 


tation conditions here. The trusts are 
also being investigated. 
The hearings of the commission in 


Washington and elsewhere have attract- 
ed attention throughout the United 
States. Prominent from 
éral portions of the state have been sum- 


(;eorg.ans sev- 
moned to appear before the sub-commis- 
sion at the hearings beginning tomorrow.

The act of congress creating the com- 
mission succinctly sums up fts duties as 
follows: 

“Sec, 2. That it shall be the duty of 
this commission to investigate questions 
pertaining to immigration, te labor, to 
agriculture, to manufacturing, and to 
business, and to report to congress and to 
Suggest such legislation as it may deem 
best upon these subjects. 

“Sec, 3. That it shall furnish such infor- 
mation and suggest such laws as may be 
made a basis for uniform legislation by 
the various states of the union. in order 
to harmonize conflicting {interests and to 
be equitable to the laborer, the employer, 
the producer and the consumer.” 

The commission has been divided into a 
number of sub-commissions. ‘These sub- 
commissions are visiting different sec- 
tions of the country and investigating in- 
dustrial conditions. 

Colonel Livingston and Senator Kyle 
represent the sub-commission on agricul- 
ture. Captain Smyth and Colonel Living- 
ston represent the sub-commission 0 
conditions of labor and capital employed 
in manufacturing and general business. 
The sub-commission on mining is repre- 
sented by Mr. Ratchford; transportation 
and statistics; by Mr. Harris. 


FINE FRUIT CROP IS ASSURED. 


Peaches Were Never Killed During 
Month of March. 

Perry, Ga,, March 17.—(Special.)—The 
thermometer stood this morning 29 de- 
grees at 6 o’clock. There was a heavy 
frost. The peach trees are almost in full 
dblvuom, but fruit growers don’t think the 
fruit seriously hurt. This correspondent 
has been a pretty close observer of the 
effect of cold on fruit and has never 
known peaches killed in March. Peaches 
are almost invariably killed in the bud in 
January or February, or after the bloom 
begins to shed in April, when the young 
fruit is left exposed. ‘It is then frequent- 
ly killed by late frost. Many think fruit 
it never killed on moonlight nights. 

There was a heavy freeze here in 18% 
or 1895, the 18th of March. The fruit was 
more advanced than it is now. It was 
not killed that year and the crop was a 
fine one. 

Pears and apples have not bloomed here 
yet. The grain crop is not injured. The 
feold in February hurt the oat crop slight- 
ly, but it has come out and is growing 
nicely and looking well.

Attorney Hooper Alexander, one of the 
lawyers for Hiram Sharpe, gave notice 
of a motion for a new trial and the hear- 
ing on this motion will be heard in De- 
catur on the morning of the 3lst of this 


month. 

Sharpe heard his sentence with @ stolid 
countenance and afterwards sat down 
heavily in his chair, but appeared lost in 
thought. A came and talked 
with him in subdued tones. What he said 
was delivered in a matter of fact way. 
Sharpe also spoke quite readily with those 
who made any effort whatever to hold 
conversation with him. 

The verdict convicting Hiram Sharpe cf 
the murder of his wife was rendered to 
the court at 9 o'clock yesterday muiring. 
Judge Candler began his charze to the 
jury at a quarter of 9 o'clock Friday 
evening. All day the trial had been urder 
way and the strain was beginning to tell 
on the members of the jury. 

At noon the court had adjourned for 
an hour for lunch, 3 o'clock in

the evening another sixty minutes had 
been taken for supper. The last argument 
was completed early in the evening and 
Judge Candler then began his charge, It 
was delivered in exactly nalf an hour 
and the jury retired at 9:15 o’clock. At 
the end of forty-five minutes. Judge Can- 
dler sent for the foreman and inquired if 
there seemed any possibility of the jury 
making @ verdict soon. A negative reply 
was the answer and the court then or- 
dered that the jury retire to 10o0ms at 
the hotel for the night under a guard. 

As usual, the court convened at an 
early hour yesterday morning and the 
jury announced shortly afterwards that 
a verdict had been reached. There were 
very few people present when the mem- 
bers of the jury filed into the room and 
the verdict was read. 

It was short and to the point. ‘We, 
the jury, find the defendant guilty of mur- 
der.” This was written on one end of 
the folded indictment found by the De- 
Kalb county grand jury. It was signed 
by Foreman Campbell, of the jury. 

All the other jurors had been dis1-iissed 
for the week and the court was cngaged 
in hearing motions when the jury en- 
nounced that all had agreed uvon a ver- 
dict. It is probable that this verdict was 
reached while the members of the jury 
were quartered at the hotel, as they rad 
only been in the jury room at the new 
courthouse for half an hour when notice 
of a verdict was given. 

Sharpe remained in the courtroom un- 
til 11 o’clock, guarded by deputy sheriffs, 
and at that hour he was led away to 
his cell in the DeKalb county jail. There 
he will remain until the law takes its 
course, whether in his favor or not.

In the study of tendencies of children 
of prefessional and laboring parentage to 
spend money vsefully or not usefully, no 
important differences were revealed. 

It was found that the percentage of 
useful disposition increases almost uni- 
formly from the fifth to the 8th grades, 
inclusive. BYrofessor Ashcraft suggests 
that this is probably due to two eauses: 
namely, that a large percentage of chil- 
dren of prodigal tendencies drop out 
those grades, and that other conditions 
being favorable, the child’s practical ten- 
dency increases as he grows older. 

It was found also that the practical dis- 
position of those children who earn mon- 
ey, whether through employment or by

The investigation as a whole makes con- 
tribution and suggestion to pedagogy in 
so far as tendencies and dispositions may 
be modified and shaped in the class reci- 
tation; but itis to students of sociological 
problems and to society in general that it 
Is most Interesting and valuable.

He is 
Sergeant Hook, V. C. 

How many boys and girls have read 
about the terrible affair at Rorke’s drift 
—that desperate encounter between the 
Zulus and the South Wales. borderers, 
known as the “Gallant Twenty-fourth?’ 

When a strong force of Zulu warriors 
came down on the hospital wards at 
Rorke’s drift Sergeant Hook had oniy 
two well: men under him to defend the 
wounded soldiers under his care, The on- 
slaught was so fierce that Hook’s two 
companions fell, leaving Hook alone to 
act as defender.

Then came 
a lull in the fight, when up rode Lance 
Corporal Williams, who, though he knew 
it was almost certain death, determined 
to stand by Hook. Presently the Zulus 
tried another tack, and set fire to the 


roof. There was a sort of inner defense 
built of three walls of sun-dried brick, 
and seizing a pick Hook broke through 
these walls until he had made an opening 
sufficiently large for him to pull through 
the wounded men with the aid of Corporal 
Williams; and they were just in time, for 
at that moment the whole outer building 
broke into one sheet of flame. This was 
the end of probably the most unequal and 
terrific hand-to-hand battle that has ever 
taken place. It was 4 o'clock in the 
morning before the Zulus drew off, after 
more ‘than twetve hours’ fighting. 

Nor was this the end of Hook’s trouble. 
When the enemy had left he went back 
throuch the burned ruins of the ward to 
see if he could find any of his own men 
alive: those whom he had not succeeded in 
rescuing, Suddenly a great Zulu, who had 
been wounded, rose up from the ground 
and grabbed his musket; there Was @ 
terrific struggle for the mastery of the 
weapon, The Zulu was a giant, who tow- 
ered above Hook, but the sturdy English- 
man finally succeeded in wrenching the 
gun away and putting a bullet through 
the savage’s head. It was for his wonder- 
ful courage and heroism in defending the 
hospital ward at Rorke’s Drift that he 
was awarded the Victoria Cross. Strong 
man that he was, it was a long time be- 
fore he recovered from the effects of the 
struggle. For weeks he was a victim of 
nightmare. He would start up in the mid- 
dle of the night, his hair fairly on end, 
thinking that once more he was surround- 
ed by those fearful savages, with their 
poised assegais, and even now, althougn 
this happened many years ago, he cannot 
think of that awfu! experience without a 
shudder. 

The Victoria Cr1@¢s is a decoration found- 
ed by Queen Victoria in 1856 and awarded 
for acts of conspicuous bravery. It is of 
bronze and suspended from a blue ribbon 
for the navy and a red ribbon for the ar- 
my. The cross is attached to a handsome 
bar when the owner has performed a 
further act of hercism that would have 
entitled him to another Victoria cross. 
This decoration is only given in rare cases 
and is, of course, dearly prized.

“T made $2,500 last year raising tur- 
keys,”’ said Miss Anita Martin, a young 
woman who is known in Texas, her na- 
tive state, as the turkey queen, 

“Because I live in Texas, however, you 
must not call My place a turkey ranch. 
it is simply a well conducted farm and 
other things are raised besides turkeys. 
Indeed, until five years ago we Cdn't 
raise our own turkeys even for Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. 

“IL began with five hens aml a robblier. 
You know, I suppose, that a turkey hen 
almost invariably lays thirteen eggs be- 
fore shé begins to set, and also that she 
lays two ‘litters of eggs’ a year, Well, 
that first year, of the 1235 eggs 1 set in the 
spring, all hatched excepting five, and I a 
raised 117 birds. 2 
“In the autumn; when my hens laid 
again I followed my original plan of buy- 
ing extra eggs, but was neither so guccess- 
ful in the hatching nor the raising, bring- 
tie up Only geventy-nine, Yet seventy- 
nine and 117 make 196, so when I tell you 
that I sold those turkeys at an average 
price of 67 cents, you will see that I had 
a snug little sum for my trouble, As that 
Was my first year the food had cost ine 
personally nothing. My father having 
told me at the beginning to go ahead and 
reise all the turkeys I wished to. 
“However, when the second year began, 
although I started out with the same six 
virds, I determined to put myself on a 
business basis with the zest of my fam- 
ily, so I used a large part of my earnings 
of the year before in buy!ng food as well 
as building fowl houses and yards, Then 
I followed the plan of the previous sea- 
son excepting that I added five Brahmah 
chickens—hens, of course—to my flock. 
These I set on turkey eggs about the 
same time that I did my turkeys and when 
they hatched out I gave all the liptie ones 
to the chicken hens to mother and turned 
the turkey hens owt into the pasture to 
lay another litter of eggs. This they will 
generally do in the spring when not al- 
lowed to raige the first brood, That spring 
I raised just 234 more. This time I did not 
sell all, Instead, I increased my stock 
to fifty, 
“From that flock of fifty I sold four- 
teen hundred, after increasing my flock 
to 100 and furnishing the table with as 
many turkeys as the family cared to eat. 
“Of course my methods have changed 
very much since the flock has increased 
from five to 100 stock birds. I no longer 
use hens to hatch the eggs, but incuba- 
tors. I buy the food by the quantity and 
plant acres and acres of small grain to 
give them green food. I plant whole 
fields of shallots and peppers as well as 
corn and I empley two women and 
several boys to attend to them, yet, in 
gpite of all these expenses, last year I 
cleared more than $2,500, 

“The greatest trouble about raising tur- 
keys is with dews and rains when they 
are young, Young turkeys should be 
housed at night in a house or covered 
yard and not allowed to run into wet 
grass. As food for the birds I use bread 
of unsified, unsalted corn meal, into 
which a good quantity of red pepper is 
mixed. As green food for them until they 
are old enough to look out for themselves, 
1 feed them the tender tops of shallots, 
chopped fine. After they pane their fourth 
month 1 treat them pretty mitch as aheep, 
feocins them twice a day, morning and 
n :
